We now find 
a climate in which CIA participation in satellite recon- 
naissance is both appreciated and welcomed. CIA participa- 
tion in two photographic systems has now been assured and 
overall program responsibility for a new dimension in this 
whole enterprise has been assigned to CIA. This nails down 
the floor boards under our Office of Special Projects and 
means that we can now move rapidly to fleshing out the skeleton 
of this organization which has been so long in confusion. We 
can look forward to making a major contribution to the 
development and operation of space reconnaissance systems a 
picture which has not been this clear since 1961. 

17. Having spoken of these changes, it is only fair to 
speak to the rumors which have circulated so freely in this 
and other Directorates at all levels during the past weeks . 
Barring unforeseen developments, I expect to be in my present 
position as DD/S&T at least through June of 1967, and I hope 
that we can now turn our attention to more productive matters.
